6. No member of this committee 
skall be permitted to vote in any case 
wherein such member holds his seat 
on the facts involved in the contests, 
and sui h member shall retire from the 
room while the committee Is discuss­ 
ing and acting upon his case. 
7. No one shall be admitted to the 
hearings W o re the committee except 
the officers and employes of the com­ 
mittee and the parties to the ease he 
ing heard and their attorneys, except 
the five press associations admitted 
by the national committee.
